The Office of Church-wardens of Pariſhes 


throughout England, Cc. with particu- 
lar directious in their ſafe, executing and 
diſcharging the great truſt repoſed in them. 


THe Church-warden's Office is very Ancient, 


tho? it is not ſo expreſly found by that name, 


yet the thing is to be found ever fince Chriſtian 
Churches were tolerated by the influence of 
Princes, and they are now taken at Common- 
Law in the manner of a Corporation, 12 Hen. 7, 
ult. viz, Church-wardens at Common-Law are en- 
abled by the name of Church-wardens to take Mo- 
veable Goods or Chattels, and to ſue and be ſued 


at Law as to what relates to Goods for the uſe and 


profit of their Pariſh, and their care is to preſerve 


the goods of the Church,viz.the Communion Plate, 


the Books and other Ornaments of the Church, as 
they find them' upon coming into their Office, 


They are to ſee that their Pariſhioners duly re- 


ſort to the Church on the Lord's. day and Holy- dai, 


and continue there the whole time of Divine Ser- 
vice, and ſee Decency and order kept, and may 
preſent ſuch as do otherwiſe after due Admonition, 
- unleſs a reaſonable cauſe hinder the parties from 


coming to Church, and ſuch preſentment mult be 


made to the Ordinary of the place according t0 
the Canon, 5 Ede. 6. cap. 1. And thoſe that ab 
ſent from Church without lawfal cauſe art to pa) 
x24, or they may be preſented by the Church. 
wardens in the Eccleſiaſtical Court, but then mul 
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If any are found tipling in Inns or Alehouſes, 
in the time of Divine Service, they forfeit 35.

2, to 
take the Oaths of Allegiance and Supremacy in 
the reſpective Courts, where they take the ſaid 
Oaths, they ſhall firſt deliver a Certificate under

Neither can Church-wardens preſcribe to have 
Lands to them, or their Succeſſors; for they are 
not a Corporation to have Lands, but only for the 
Goods of the Church. 
If any Man hang up a Bell in the Church-fteeple, 
or makea Pew in the Church, and neither make 


3 any Word or Writing thereof by ſuch an Act, the 


Bell or Pew is dedicated to the Church, and may 
xot be removed again, 11 Hen. 4.12. 8 H. 7. 12. 
The Church-wardens at Common-law have no 
Action to recover any thing they never had, but 
if any Goods or Ornaments of the Church be once 
in their cuſtody, then may they maintain an Ap- 
peal of Robbery againſt any that ſtall ſteal them, 
or an Action of Treſpaſs againſt any that ſhall 
Vror gfully take them away, altho' it be the Par- 
ſon or Vicar, and what damages ſhall be ſo reco- 
vered, muſt go to the uſe of the Pariſh, and not 
to their own uſes, 27 H. 6, 30, and 34. 41 Kris

If a Bell be broken, the Church-wardens may 
take it down and have it new caſt, and may have 
an Action againft the party who ſhall break a Bell 
by Ringing, or otherwiſe the damage recovered 
to be to the uſe of the Pariſh, . 
Church-wardens may not give or impair any of 
the Goods of the Church, without the conſent of 
the Side-man or Veſtry; for if they do, the Pa- 
riſhioners may chuſe new Church-wardens, who 
may take an Account of their Predeceſſors, a it 
bring an Action againſt them if cauſe be, and if 


an Organ be taken oat of the Church, the Church-

ed, there the Parſon or Vicar is concerned, and

If the Church-wardens ſhall preſent any perſon 
in the Eccleſiaſtical Court, for being a Scolder, 
Railer or common Diſturber, unleſs this happens 
in the Church or Church-yard, there lies a Prohi- 
bition, for otherwiſe it belongs to the Leet and 
not to the Eccleſiaſtical Court. a 

As for Seats in the Church, thoſe that are in 
the body of it belong to the Ordinary of the Dio- 
ceſs to diſpoſe of by common right, and he may 


place or diſplace, unleſs in ſome caſes where peo-] 


ple and their Anceftors in right of a Manſion- 
houſe, have poſſeſſed ſuch a Seat time out of mind, 
for here is preſcription for a reaſonable conſide- 
ration; but if he neglects the Pew, lets it run to 
ruin, and takes no care to repare it, then the 
Ordinary may ſeize the Pew into his hands.
